Pirate Took Provisions From Ship and 
Set l^on Fire, According to 
8tories Told by the 
Survivors. 

Washington, Aug. 0.— An unnamed 
schooner was suns by a submarine at 
11:38 yesterdu.v morning 35 miles 
southwest of Briar island, near the 
coast of Nova Scotia, the navy de- 
portment was informed toduy. Nine 
men, who were landed at Cunnet Rock 
Ughtrto a dory early this morning, told 
of- the sinking of the vessel. 

The first word of the sinking of 
the schooner reached the department 
when nine members of the crew land- 
ed from a dory at the Cannet Rock 
light at 6:30 this morning. They re- 
ported that the schoouer had been held 
up by the submarine, which appeared 
to be about 200 feet long and curried 
two guns. After taking off provisions 
the boarding crew from the subma- 
rine set the schooner on fire and then 
left. 

The navy did not Identify the 
schooner, neither did it make It plain 
whether the nine men who were land- 
ed were all of the crew.

General Foch'g master blow of the 
year has fallen and the Germans are 
today in precipitate retreat over a 
30-mile front between Soissons and 

Reims. 

The great salient, over 20 miles deep, 
which the Germans drove Into the al- 
lied front when they lunged south- 
ward from the Aisne heights on May 
27, has been virtually wiped out. 

8oissons, the pivot of the whole Ger- 
man right flank, has been taken by the 
allies, and French cavalry has reached 
the Vizelly river west of Reims. 

The German retreat threatens to be- 
come a rout with a great German 
force southwest of the Andre salient 
menaced with annihilation or capture.

Between Fere and Soissons the 
French, with the assistance of certain 
Scottish units, made some progress 
toward the north and east in the face 
of powerful resistance. The Scots 
captured the park and chateau in the 
outskirts of Buzancy and held them 
ngulnst repeated counter-attacks; and 
the French occupied Grand Roaoy and 
Cugny and. in a brilliant operation, 
took by storm the Butte CbauJiuont, a 
commanding height. 

On the eastern side of the rnpldly 
diminishing salient the French and 
British moved steadily northward uu- 
tll the entire Dormans-Relms road was 
In their possession ; Romigny, Bllgny 
were occupied and Vllle-en-Turdenols 
was reached. Along here the Fluns 
put up some of their most stubborn re- 
sistance and strongest counter-attacks, 
and Infantry operations there came al- 
most to a standstill, though the artil- 
lery continued Its activity, as it did 
on all other sectors.

Parts, Aug. 5. — Allied advance ele- 
ments on the Aisn e-Marne front liuve 
reached the Vczllly river. 

(The Vezllly constitutes part of the 
new line of defense towards which the 
Germans have been retreating for 
more than two weeks. The allied 
forces north of Fere-eu-Tardeuols were 
between five and six mites from the 
Vezllly on' Friday.) 

The allies hove continued their ad- 
vance over a front of about 20 miles, 
smashing the German front between 
Fere-en-Turdenols and VIlle-en-Tur- 
denofs.

When General Foch relaxed some- 
what In Infantry action, perhaps to 
give his troops a hit of rest, perhaps 
in preparation for further Important 
operations, It was expected the Hun 
would seize the opportunity to attack. 
But he did not do so, evidently not be- 
ing anxious to meet the allies oftener 
tlmn necessary. Observers thought, 
from the movements of the enemy, 
that he would not stop long on the 
Vesle river line, hut would retire to the 
pliitenu between that stream nnd the 
Aisne. This might be rendered com- 
pulsory hy th$ capture of Vllle-en- 
Turdenote, which would open the way 
for the allies to advance down the 
Ardre valley to Flsmes.

AMERICANS GO RIGHT AHEAD 



Ludcndorff Order* Hit Soldiers to Hit 
U. S. Men Hard. 



Up to the time of writing, according 
to French estimates, the Germans had 
used 4f divisions on the Snlssoo*- 
Reims front, tome of them haring been 
brought Into action several times. Ber- 
lin claimed to have taken 24,000 pris- 
oners, while those captured by the 
allies were said to number 34,000 
The object of eaeh army has been to 
kill its inuny as possible ol Its oppo- 
nents. 



Ashland. — According to an affidavit 
filed In Judge Kennedy's court by 
Ellis and Kelly Hern, who live on 
Hitrricau, which is at the head of 
Keys’ creek, their two young children 
Henry and Bertha, were shot while 
picking berries by boys who live near 
the Hern home. The boy was shot in 
the face and body by buckshot ami 
the girl was struck In the side. Tin 
condition of the children is said to 
be serious. 



ALAND ISLE FORTS BLASTED 



The war department prepared the 
country Inst week for the reception 
of long casualty fists. The casualties 
in the Alsne-Miirne buttle, though not 
excessive when the magnitude of the 
struggle is considered, may run as 
high as 10 per cent. It is stated. It 
Is comforting to know that the wart 
majority of the wounded are suffering 
only from clean bullet wounds nnd will 
soon be back In the lines. 



Washington. Aug. 5,— General Per- 
shing’s communique contains this; 

“The following Is a translation of an 
order from German great headquar- 
ters, transmitted by the first army to 
the Scheme) tow corps, June 1. BUS: 

“ ’In order to hinder the formation 
of an American army In France, it Is 
important thni the American troop- 
engaged along the front he struck as 
hard as possible. It Is intended to 
use these troops as a nucleus for new 
formations. (Signed) Ludendorff.' " 



Hun Control Is Resented by Natives, 
Say Reports. 



Washington, Aug. 5.— Incensed at 
German control of Flnlund. the Inhab- 
itants of the Aland Islands in the Bill- 
tie sen have dynamited the fortltlca- 
Hons on the Island to prevent them 
becoming a menace to Sweden through 
German control, according to olficlal 
advices received here. 

The same advices said the Finnish 
government had ordered the Immediate 
dlsiimiitUng of ull fortifications on the 
Bultb- coast of Finland except those 
st Vlborg and Helsingfors. In accord 
with the demund made by Germany In 
Its agreement with Finland. 



German prisoners. It I* said, are 
deeply depressed hy the failure of the 
crown prince’s drive and the success 
of Fnoh's offensive.

and the people In Germany also are 
beginning to learn the truth about 
that, despite the attempts of the lend- 
ers and the press to minimize It and 
to excuse the army's severe reverse. 



Lexington.— The Lexington public 
schools will receive front the state tills 
year ten thousand dollars less than 
they received last year, according to 
an announcement by the Board of Ed- 
ucation. It Is estimated that since the 
new tax law has come Into effect and 
the assessed valuation of property had 
become greater, a larger amount per 
enpita would he given by the state to 
the public schools. Members of the 
Lexington Board of Flducatlon had con- 
fidently expected to receive at least 
$6.76 per capita. 



Sir Eric Geddes. first lord of the 
Rrltlsh admiralty, told the house of 
commons the naval situation was sat 
Isfactory and that the civilized world 
was raining steadily on the U-boats, 
by reducing the sinkings and Increas- 
ing the building of ships.

Let joy 
be unconfined 1” It is asking too 
much of county officials to expect 
them to neglect their private af- 
fair? and incur the enmity of the 
lawless by taking sane and im- 
mediate steps to find out where 
the liquor comes from. Besides, 
there is the grand jury behind 
whose closed doors the officers 
may hide and escape responsibil- 
ity or claim the credit as the case 
may be. What boots it that the 
witnesses have time to "forget” 
by the time circuit court comes, 
what matters it that the grand 
jury must depend upon the citi- 
zenship for information and is 
woefully handicapped by lack of 
' time? We ought not be so un- 
reasonable as to expect officers to 
do their whole duty when the do- 
ing it would take their time from 
•‘their private affairs or incur the 
ill will of any one.
